Convoy  Halted 
By  Roadblock 

BERLIN,  (UPI)  — Soviet  arm- 
ored cars  rushed  up  last  night  to 
block  a U.  S.  Army  convoy  when 
it  attempted  to  break  out  of 
Soviet  roadblock,  then  forced  44 
American  soldiers  to  spend  the 
night  on  an  East  German  High- 
way. 

The  Berlin-bound  convoy  of  12 
vehicles  was  halted  at  9:01  a.m 
yesterday  at  the  Russian  check- 
point at  the  entrance  of  the  high- 
way to  Berlin. 

A FEW  MINUTES  after  mid- 
night the  convoy  suddenly  pull- 
ed out  without  Soviet  permission 
and  wheeled  through  two  Soviet 
barriers  which  were  at  the  raised 
position. 

The  convoy  halted  at  a lower- 
ed third  road  baiTier  about  400 
yards  inside  East  Germany. 

Within  minutes  Soviet  armored 
cars  and  five  trucks  believed  la- 
den with  infantrymen  rolled  up 
to  pre\'ent  the  convoy  from  at- 
tempting another  break,

SAIGON,  SOUTH  VIET  NAM,  (UPI)  _ Tlie  ruliiig  mil- 
itary  Junta  was  reported  Monday  to  have  jailed  Ngo  Dini, 
Can,  brother  of  assassinated  President  Ngo  Dinh  Diem,  and 
Ngo  Dinh  Nhu,  to  protect  him  from  mob  violence  in  the  old 
imperial  city  of  Hue,  400  miles  north  of  Saigon. 

REPORTS  Oh  RISING  tension  in  Hue  were  received 
here  as  the  Junta  issued  an  anti-Comniunist  program  for  the 
nation  pledging  freedom  of  the  press  and  religion,  a quick 
retui-n  to  constitutional  govei-nment  and  assurances  there 
will  be  no  military  dictatorship.

assured  the  nation  they  over- 
threw the  Diem  regime  because 
they  could  not  have  defeated  the 
Communist  Viet  Cong  under  his 
leadership  and  because  they  fear- 
ed mass  desertions  fi'om  the 
army  as  a result  of  his  anti- 
Buddhist  policies. 

ALTHOUGH  Saigon  wa.s  calm, 
tension  was  reported  in  Hue 
where  the  first  repressions  of  the 
Buddhists  began  on  May  8 when 
government  troops  fired  on  Budd- 
hist demonstrators  and  killed 
nine  of  them.  Ngo  Dinh  Can  had 
ruled  the  area  with  an  iron  hand 
for  the  Ngo  family. 

Hue  long  has  b^n  one  of  the 
most  virulent  centers  of  hostility 
toward  the  Diem  regime  and  mili- 
tary sources  said  Can  was  ar- 
rested because  it  was  feared 
mobs  would  attack  him  in  repris- 
al for  his  crackdown  on  Budd- 
hists and  his  arrest  of  2.000  Hue 
students.
